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PREFACE 


Since my friend Professor Gudeman asks me to write this 
Preface, I begin by noting that any defects in the following Bib- 
liography must be wholly attributed to me. Five years ago, in 
preparing a booklet on the Poetics of Aristotle for the series called 
Our Debt to Greece and Rome, I made a provisional bibliography 
of perhaps 750 titles; and in the booklet, as it appeared in 1923, 
expressed the hope that my manuscript some time might be 
expanded and published. Professor Gudeman then generously 
offered to place his collection of titles, gathered through half a life- 
time, entirely at my disposal whenever I saw fit to carry out the 
project. In return, I suggested to him that, if the means of pub- 
lication could be secured, he should send me his collection; where- 
upon I would combine our lists, and would try to put the result 
into shape for a joint publication bearing his name as well as mine. 
Thus the collaboration would be a pleasant reminder of the days 
when we were colleagues at Ithaca. Accordingly, I applied for 
help to the Council of the Heckscher Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Research, at Cornell University, and in March, 1924, 
thanks to a grant from the Council, it became feasible to engage 
in the work. 

The task of arranging and verifying titles was not properly 
begun, however, until the autumn of 1924. It has been carried on 
at intervals since, while the bulk of material has been augmented 
through additions from both collaborators. The present arrange- 
ment is substantially an outgrowth of a plan submitted at the 
outset by Professor Gudeman, save for the last two sections. For 
these, it became apparent that a chronological order of books and 
articles about the Poetics would be less convenient for persons using 
the Bibliography than the alphabetical order which brings the 
more recent, and most recent, comments of individuals—of 
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Susemihl and Vahlen, for example—into something like an organic 
unity. The choice of the year 1860 as a convenient turning-point 
from the chronological order (for commentary and the like, as 
distinct from editions of the text and translations) will, it is hoped, 
commend itself to all who are familiar with the history of the 
Poetics. 

The task of verifying, including, and omitting titles, difficult 
by nature, was the more so partly because our two provisional 
lists had grown up without any thought of publication. The 
shaping and normalizing of the whole and the parts was yet more 
difficult because I am neither by training nor by taste an expert 
bibliographer. On this head I can only say that we have wished 
to produce a book that may be useful to students of the Poetics 
rather than a record having a strictly bibliographical interest; and 
only add that some of the knowledge I had acquired at the end of 
the process would have been very helpful from the beginning, and 
doubtless would have resulted in a more nearly uniform and fuller 
citation of many titles. Still, the cost of printing the book had to 
be kept in mind. The aim has been to give information sufficient 
to identify a volume or article, with some indication of its extent, 
or the extent to which it bears upon the Poetics. 

Such information in the lists will not seldom appear frag- 
mentary. For many titles the only sources of verification were of a 
secondary sort—catalogues of libraries, bibliographical items in 
dissertations, and the like. The ideal of a first-hand inspection 
of title-pages was largely out of the question; it would involve a 
tour of European libraries. Finally, after an extensive correspon- 
dence with helpful persons both abroad and in this country, I 
was forced by the pressure of other duties to bring my work on the 
copy for the printer to an end early in the past summer. Proofs 
came at the beginning of a term of teaching; having read them, I 
sent them in November to Professor Gudeman at Munich, and his 
prompt corrections are herewith incorporated. That the result of 
our efforts, imperfect as it may seem to the compilers, will be useful 
to scholars seems a reasonable hope. 
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It has not been our intention to include review-articles system- 
atically, and most reviews have been deliberately omitted. On the 
other hand, one could not well omit the reviews of Susemihl from 
the class of his writings on the Poetics; and a few additional 
articles of this sort have been retained for one reason or another. 

Some inconsistency doubtless was inevitable. The secondary 
sources are, of course, inconsistent in their method of citation, 
and it has often seemed impossible to reduce materials gleaned 
from these, and from correspondents, to an absolute norm. In the 
proofs we have not aimed to repair slight inconsistencies of citation 
unless thay gave promise of troubling the reader. In the case of 
Jahn’s Jahrbicher fiir Philologie und Pddagogik, and the now old 
Neue Jahrbiicher of its successors, the references have been con- 
formed to one title, Jahrbiicher fiir Philologie, with the serial num- 
bers for the volumes, and the appropriate years, down to the time 
(1898) when the philological publication became the Neue Jahr- 
bicher fiir das klassische Altertum; this last, as a new series, has 
been so treated and styled. 

For the numbering of the entries, an elastic series had to be 
adopted in order to allow for the insertion of items in the proofs, 
and with a view to occasional reference back and forth between 
related items. I am sorry to add that at No. 1220 the automatic 
numbering-stamp, supposedly infallible, made a jump of ten 
points, an error that was not detected in the manuscript, and 
could be wrought out in the proofs only by the elastic device in 
question; this served the purpose also when entries had to be 
shifted. References between related items were often added in the 
proofs, and more might have been added but for the Index, to 
which those who use the book will in general naturally turn. It 
may be noted, too, that the pronoun ‘I’ which occurs in a few of 
the descriptive comments in square brackets refers to the writer 
of this Preface. 

The listing of manuscripts hardly belongs in the province of a 
bibliography like this, although a few manuscript commentaries 
have been recorded. For the manuscripts of the Poetics itself, the 
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reader is referred to the list on page 55 of Satura Berolinensis (see 
No. 1352), and, with caution, to Margoliouth’s edition of the 
Poetics, pp. 77 ff. (see No. 103-4). And here it may be proper to 
cite a reference, picked up too late for inclusion in the page- 
proofs, or indeed for verification, to T. W. Allen, Notes on Greek 
MSS. in Italian Libraries, which is said to list: ‘Aristotelis Poetica 
cum Christophori Rufi interpretatione (gr.-lat.), xvi° s. Pap. in fol.’ 

In conclusion we wish to thank, very heartily, the many cor- 
respondents who have put us, and all who may use the book, under 
obligation by letters regarding points of doubt and difficulty. 
Among these correspondents, we must single out for special thanks 
Professor Joseph E. Gillet of Bryn Mawr College, and Professor 
H. B. Charlton of the University of Manchester.
